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FOREWORD 


The Joint Secretary, Ministry of Human Resource Development (MHRD), Government 
of India (Gol) in a letter No. 20.02.2004-EE.17 (pt), dated ۳ July, 2006 wrote to the. 
Principal Secretary, School Education Department (SED), Government of West Bengal 
(GoWB) that a Study of Reasons of Large Decline in Enrolment Between Classes I & 
IT would be conducted by Gol in four states — viz. Assam, Bihar, Mizoram and West 
Bengal. Dr. Rathindranath De, Director, SCERT (WB) was nominated as the State 
Coordinator for the said study by the SED, GoWB by its Memo No:483-SE(Pry)/10M- 
73/2006 dated 27.07.2006. 


Educational Consultant of India Ltd. (EdCIL), a Govt. of India Enterprise had been 
entrusted upon to conduct the study on behalf of MHRD. Subsequently in West Bengal a 
service agreement had been signed between SCERT(WB) and EdCIL to conduct the 
survey as per SED GoWB memo no 500/JS-II/P/10M-73/06/Pt dated 23.08.2007. 


Considering various factors, EdCIL had selected two districts of each state for this study. 
In West Bengal those are Jalpaiguri & South 24-Parganas. The database of DISE was 


used to identify the districts, which fulfill some predetermined criteria. 


As the district level coordinators, Dr. Aloke Bhattacharya, Principal, DIET Jalpaiguri and 
Sri Sunanda Roy, Senior Lecturer, DIET South 24-Parganas identified Field Investigators 
(F.L) for this study from each of the two districts. Sri Subrata Kumar Biswas (RF, Gr-Il, 
Mathematics, SCERT, WB) and Sri Gautam Bhattacharya (RF, Gr-II, Physics, SCERT, 
WB) acted as Associate Coordinators in this study. Sri Chanchal Dutta Biswas, Finance 
Officer, SCERT (WB) looked after the financial management in this study. Data have 
been collected both from schools as well as from households. The strategy involved 
child-tracking approach in the case of children who were in Class I of the school in 2006 
but were no longer in the school in 2007. 
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CHAPTER 1 


INTRODUCTION 


1.1 Background: 


From the enrolment statistics published by MHRD for the years 2000-01, 2001-02 and 
2002-03, it is found that the class-to-class progression rates (PR) and apparent dropout 
rates (DR) are as follows: 


Table — 1.1 
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Clearly, the apparent dropout rate between class class and I II is much more than the 
dropout rate in other classes. In 2000-01, the percentage of children who dropped out 
between classes I to II (21.7%) was nearly the same as the percentage of those who 
dropped out between class II and V (which is 21.9%). In 2001-02, the percentage of 
children dropping out between classes II and V (6.9%). In 2002-03, the situation is 
similar 


There are several reasons for the large difference between class I and class II enrolments. 
Some of these reasons are different from the reasons of dropping out from school in other 
classes. There is enrolment drive in most states to ensure that all children of age 5 or 6 
(which ever is the entry age) get admitted in school. Many under-age children are 
admitted, who are not promoted to the next grade. They generally repeat grade I but due 
to the policy of no detention, these children are re-admitted as new entrants in school in 
the following year. Thus class I enrolment gets inflated. The difference between class I 
and class II enrolment is not really so much due to dropping out as due to a large number 
of same children studying in class | as new entrants in two consecutive years, not as new 
entrants in one year and as repeaters in the second year.

Keeping in view the above-mentioned phenomenon, it was considered worthwhile to 
conduct a study to find out the genuine reasons for the difference between class 1 
enrolment of one year and class II enrolment of the following year. There could be some 
children who ‘drop out’ but re-enter school next year or after a gap of I or more years. To 
what extent, the problem is due to enrolment of under-age children in class I? What is the 


nba 


position regarding enrolment of the same child in two schools, one Government and the 
other Private. The study will attempt to answer such questions. 


1.2 Objectives 
The objectives of the study are 


(i) To find out the reasons of sharp decline in enrolment between classes I and II 
and to assess how much of the decline is due to genuine dropping out. 


(ii) To estimate the percentage of under-age children in class I and to find out how 
many of them dropout or get promoted or repeat the class. 


(ii) To estimate the percentage of children who repeat class I or II but are treated 
as new entrants. 


(iv) To find out whether some children who drop out from class I or II but re-enter 
school after a gap of one or more years. 


(v) To find out whether some children leave government schools to study in 
private schools and to assess the transfer rate between government and private 
schools. 


(vi) To estimate the percentage of children who enter class I after September 30, 
and to find out how many of them get promoted or repeat the class or dropout. 


(vii) To find out whether some children of a government school are enrolled in 
another private school at the same time and if so what is the extent of such 
double enrolment. 


(viii) To suggest measures for reducing the decline in enrolment from class I to 
class II and change in data collection and reporting strategies for assessment 
of genuine dropout rate and to recommend steps for cleaning of the enrolment 
data presently collected through DISE. 


1.3 Previous Studies conducted in west Bengal 


The State Research Cell, Paschim Banga Sarva Siksha Mission (PBSSM) has conducted 
cohort studies to measure school efficiency at primary level. 

A report published by PBSSM in 2004 has examined the flow of students for a cohort 
beginning their primary schooling in 1999- 2000 and determined by tracking a child 
whether the child has completed four years of primary education. Indicators such as 
completion Rate in Four Years (CRF); Cohort Drop Out Rate (CDR) were used in the 
study for measurement and analysis. 
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It will be pertinent to note in respect of the present study that the report of cohort studies 
(2004) noted that the dropout rates were highest in class 1(10.76%),class II(5.40%), class 
111(3.27%)and class [V(0.49%)(page 50) 

The same study also indicated that the repetition rates in class I was highest 
17.67%(Boys) & 17.37%(Girls) compared to 1.37%(Boys) & 1.45% (Girls) in class IV 
(page 58). 

The report has noted that during the four year period 134834 children were found 
repeating in one or the other grade, even more than once in same grade. 

A similar study was conducted by the State Research Cell, PBSSM in 20 educational 
districts covering 44303 schools and more than 1659250 children belonging to the 2000- 
2001 cohort, a report on the study has been published in may 2008. 

This study has also found out that drop out rate in class I is highest compared to those in 
IL M & IV. 

The study has reported that overall cohort repetition rate was highest (53.42%) in 
Jalpaiguri and one out of every three children entered in class | repeated at least once in 
the study period.( page 45,46) 

Again gender and grade wise repetitions in 2008 reported that 30.99% of Boys and 
31.49% of Girls in class I at Jalpaiguri are repeaters in class I, which was highest in all 
districts and all grades. 


1.4 Salient Features on Methodology: 


Two non-contiguous districts of West Bengal have been selected for the present study. A 
random sample of 100 schools having grades I & II were selected from each district by 
using the Circular Systematic Sampling Scheme. Some important information are given 
below:

Keeping various factors in view EdCIL selected two districts of each state for this study. 
In West Bengal those were Jalpaiguri & South 24-Parganas. The criterion used for 
selection of districts in each state was that the dropout rate between classes I & II during 
2003-2004 and 2004-2005 should be less than the state level dropout rate. Also it was 
ensured that the sampled districts are not neighbouring districts. The database of DISE 
was used to identify the districts, which fulfill the said criteria. 


The district level coordinators, the respective DIETs identified Field Investigators (F.I.) 
for this study from each of the two districts. Data have been collected both from schools 
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as well as from households. The strategy involved child-tracking approach in the case of 
children who were in Class I of the school in 2006 but were no longer in the school in 
2007. 


The F.Ls from both the districts of West Bengal were oriented in process of the survey at 
SCERT (WB) collaboratively by SCERT (WB) and EdCIL on 14-16 November, 2007. 


In order to have representative sample, schools of a district were arranged in ascending 
order of ‘percentage increase’= {Enrolment in Class I (2005) — Enrolment in Class I 
(2004)/ Enrolment in Class I (2004) x (100)}. A sample of 100 schools was drawn in 
each district using circular systematic sampling procedure. The procedure of selection 
ensured proportional representation of schools having percentage increase or decrease in 
different ranges

1.5 Brief Description of Tools 


e School Schedule (DE1): This schedule was used to collect basic information 
about school ; enrolment at primary stage for the preceding four years by gender 
and social group : class wise enrolment and number of repeaters , at the primary 
stage for the preceding four years ; enrolment . repeaters , promotees and school 
levers in class I for the preceding 3 years in respect of students enrolled as on 30" 
September and students admitted after that date ; of the total students enrolled in 
class I during current session , number of students who were in the school during 
preceding year but admitted again as repeater and new entrant „number of students 
who had studied in another school in class I last year : and number of students 
admitted directly to class II without studying in this or any other school. 

e Schedule for class I Students’ status (DE 2): This schedule was used to collect 
list of class I students giving details of their sex , social group , religion ,month & 
year of birth , date of admission ,% of days attended school , and their status on 
the day of visit of investigators to school. In this tool an additional code for 
students’ status on date of visit has been included to wit, Code 8: Left school and 
took admission in class I OR class II in an SSK (Shishu Shiksha Kendra). This 
code has been exclusively used for the state of West Bengal, where SSKs are run 
by the Department of Panchayet and Rural Development, Govt. of West Bengal. 

+ School Leavers Schedule (DE 3) : This schedule was used to collect information 
about only those students who were in class 1 in 2006-2007 but were no longer in 
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this school in 2007-2008. Reasons for leaving school about students were 
ascertained from the student’s house. 

e Absent Students Schedule (DE 4): This schedule was used to collect 
information of the students of class I and II who were found absent on the day of 
visit to school. Houses of these students were visited to ascertain the reasons for 
their absence. 

+ Investigator Schedule (DE 5): This schedule was used to collect the number of 
those enrolled students of class 1 and II who were out of school during previous 
academic session (2006-07) but had studied in this or any other school during 
2005-06 session along with reason for discontinuing the study. Reasons for 
decrease/increase in enrollment in any school have been ascertained by visiting 
the students’ houses. 


1.6 Manual Scrutiny of filled-in Schedules: 


The filled-in tools had been scrutinized in the DIETS by the respective District 
Coordinators and then those were handed over to SCERT (WB). The tools were again 
scrutinized at SCERT (WB) and data-entry of responses was carried out at SCERT (WB). 
The soft copy of the entered data was sent to EdCIL, New Delhi. EdCIL tabulated a 
portion of the data and sent back the remaining to SCERT (WB) for manual tabulation. 
Subsequently, manual tabulation and analysis of data was carried out again at SCERT 
(WB) after which SCERT (WB) completed the state-specific report relevant to West 
Bengal.

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CHAPTER 3 


REASONS OF SHARP DECLINE IN ENROLMENT 
BETWEEN CLASS-I € CLASS-II 


This chapter is broadly organised to cover the following objectives: 

1. To assess the transfer rate between government and private schools 

2. To estimate percentage of children who enter class-I after 30" September 

3. To estimate percentage of children of government schools who were also 

enrolled in another private school at the same time 

The aforesaid reasons or estimates relevant for objectives 1,2 and 3 are attempted by 
identifying status of class-I students in the following year for the three subsequent years, 
mentioned in the following table. The status of students is presented in respect of 
percentage of promotees to Class-ll, percentage of repeaters in Class-I, Left school to 
join other school (separately for Government. and Private schools) and discontinued 
study. The same information has been corroborated by using the child-tracking method 
for Class-I students. For this purpose item-7 of DE-2 schedule is used. Date of admission 
given in columns 8,9 and 10 of the aforesaid item is used to identify children who were 
admitted in Class-I after 30" September in West Bengal. Besides these, the reasons for 
decline in enrolment between Class-l and Class-ll are ascertained from teachers 
contained in items 9 &10 of DE 5 schedule. Information for these items has been 
tabulated manually in the format as in the Tables 3.9, 3.10 & 3.11. The decline in 
enrolment between Class-I & II is generally estimated by using Class-I enrolment in one 
year and Class-II enrolment in the subsequent year. This estimate, thus obtained has the 
bias of not considering the following: (1) repeater in Class I, & (ii) students directly 
admitted to Class-II. This chapter also attempts to estimate proportion of students directly 
admitted to Class-II.

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CHAPTER 8 


OBSERVATIONS AND CONCLUSIONS 


A summary to the findings in this study has been presented in this Chapter. To correlate 
the observations with the objectives of the study, the same are being listed below:

To find out the reasons of sharp decline in enrolment between classes I and H 
and to assess how much of the decline is due to genuine dropping out. 


To estimate the percentage of under-age children in class I and to find out how 
many of them dropout or get promoted or repeat the class. 


To estimate the percentage of children who repeat class I or 11 but are treated 
as new entrants. 


To find out whether some children who drop out from class I or II but re-enter 
school after a gap of one or more years. 


To find out whether some children leave government schools to study in 
private schools and to assess the transfer rate between government and private 
schools. 


To estimate the percentage of children who enter class I after September 30, 
and to find out how many of them get promoted or repeat the class or dropout. 


To find out whether some children of a government school are enrolled in 
another private school at the same time and if so what is the extent of such 
double enrolment. 


To suggest measures for reducing the decline in enrolment from class I to 
class II and change in data collection and reporting strategies for assessment 
of genuine dropout rate and to recommend steps for cleaning of the enrolment 
data presently collected through DISE. 
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8.1 School Information: 


Observations — 
a. The schools were found to be functional in 93.53% of working days in 2006-7 
ط‎ 87% of these schools were in rural locations, most of which (99.5%) of them are either

three sessions, viz. 2004-05, 2005-06, 2006-07.

€. The percentage of Female teachers working in Primary Schools is only 35.26. 


Conclusion - 
e The analyses of data from the sampled schools reveal certain strength 
of the primary schools under the study [8.1 (a) — (d)] and an area of 


concern [8.1 (e)], which has to be taken into consideration. 


8.2 Enrolment: 


Observations — 


a. ST enrolment in Jalpaiguri is high for all the four years of 2004, 2005, 2006 & 2007 
Muslim enrolment in South 24-Parganas is high 


c. The percentage of students admitted directly in class II is 2.88 in the sampled 


schools of both the districts. 


d. Field Investigators have reported that in some cases the students were 


Simultaneously Enrolled In Two Schools. 
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Field Investigators have reported that in some cases more Boys were 
Simultaneously Enrolled In Two Schools than the Girls 

Simultaneous Enrolment has been found to be more in Class II (Overall Percentage 
13.77) than that in Class I (Overall Percentage 5.84). 

Overall percentages decline in enrolment over three (i.e. 2005, 2006, 2007) years. 
have been found to be 38.12, 36.36, 37.27 

Overall Percentages of Decline in Enrolment for the year 2006 in Class-I have been 
found to be 40.64, 36.37 and 38.52 for Boys, Girls & Total respectively 

Percentage of underage ST children is 49.07, which is higher than that of 
General (27.57), OBC (43.10) and SC (35.05). 

13.86%of the underage children in the sampled schools were readmitted with 
previous years admission no (as repeater).

* A considerable portion of the students enrolled in class I in the 
sampled schools are not promoted in class II, which is a cause of 
concern in terms of the quality of education in the primary schools. 

That 14.57% of the children who have dropped out, were found not‏ ٭ 
interested in studies, calls for further measures to address the quality‏ 


issues in education at the primary level. 
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8.4 Repeaters:

Repeater in class-I has been high for all the four years in Jalpaiguri than in South 24- 
Parganas for the same period. 

Percentage of repeaters in class-I has been found to be higher in all the four years 
Percentages of repeaters over three years (i.e. 2005, 2006, 2007) have been found 
to be 28.96, 28.25 & 30.23 

Overall Percentages of Repeaters for the year 2006 in Class-I have been found to be 32.0, 
28.65 and 30.34 for Boys, Girls & Total respectively 

The percentage for SC, ST, OBC and General students repeaters in Class-I are 
28.74, 42.18, 30.0 and 26.91 in the sampled schools 

Most of the children continuing in Class-I as Repeaters do so by taking admission with 
new admission number. 

Overall percentage of Repeaters has been found to be increasing from 11.59 (in 2004) to 
24.15 (in 2006). 

The percentage for Hindu, Muslim, Christian and Other students repeaters 
in Class-I are 31.75, 27.61, 31.21 and 25.0 in the sampled schools 

Overall percentage of underage children for the session 2006-107 is 26.98 (i.e. 


children with age 5 years or less). 


Percentage of underage ST children is 49.07, which is higher than that of 
General (27.57), OBC (43.10) and SC (35.05). 


The Prominent of the Reasons For Decline In Enrolment Between Class I & Class II 
Has Been Found to be Due to the Repeaters, according to the perception of 
teachers. 


Conclusion — 
e Parents of a large number of children insist that the child be 
retained in Class-I, as have been reported by the teachers 
during the study. In some cases it has been found that the 


school readmits students in class-I with the pervious year’s 
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Admission Number. It, therefore, appears that the schools may 
be allowed to retain some children (who may be underage) in a 
separate section in the school for school readiness programme 
which may be termed as Pre-Primary Section. 

٠ The DISE data collection format needs to be corrected as per 


the preceding conclusion. 


8.5 Shifting to other (Pvt./Govt.) school: 


Observations — 


a. Percentage of girls joining SSKs in Jalpaiguri and South 24-Parganas are 28.67 and 
70.31 respectively. 
b. Percentage of boys joining SSKs in Jalpaiguri and South 24-Parganas are 0.00 


and 61.79 respectively. 


Conclusion — 


This will require data correction in DISE by inclusion of a section as 
Pre-primary. 

The schools need to be more accurate in keeping the Admission and 
Attendance Registers, and the VEC/Community should supervise. 

The percentage of students joining SSKs is 66.37 in South 24- 
Parganas and 28.67 in Jalpaiguri. Although none of the boys in the 
sampled schools of Jalpaiguri shifted to SSKs but 70.86% of the boys 
in South 24-Parganas did so. The facts that:- 

(i) The SSKs and schools in Jalpaiguri district are evenly 
distributed throughout the district, and these are so located that any 
one of these can only be accessed easily by a student; 

& 
(ii) The SSKs are run by female teachers, whereas this study 
reveals that there is a dearth of female teachers in the Primary 
schools, may have a bearing on the observations made in this study. 
This requires further studies on the trend of students shifting to SSKs. 
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8.6 Decline in Enrolment: 


Observations — 


a. The decline in enrolment in Class-I for SC, ST, OBC and General students are 
33.96, 47.57, 35.88 and 36.71 in the sampled schools 
b. The decline in enrolment in Class-I for Hindu, Muslim, Christian and Other 
students are 38.55, 38.82, 35.16 and 50.0 in the sampled schools 
c. Percentage of students enrolled in Class I after 30 September has shown an annual 
increase as 5.11 (in 2004), 5.78 (in 2005) and 7.23 (in 2006) 
d. Overall percentage of Decline in Enrolment have also been found to be increasing from 
15.22 (in 2004), 26.31 (in 2005) to 33.58 (in 2006) 
e. Overall percentage of Decline in Enrolment in Girl Students have been found to be more 
at 32.35 than that of Boys at 27.27 in 2006. 
f. The Teachers have claimed that due to the efforts of the teachers there has been an 
Increase In Enrolment In Class II. 
g. According To Teachers’ Perception, Factors Influencing Enrolment, Transfers 
And Drop Out, are the following: 
و‎ Remote Location of the School 
° Poverty in the Families whose children study in a particular 
school 
° Lack of Adequate Number of Teachers 
° Presence of Efficient Teachers in School 
h. The Field Investigators have reported mismatch between the records in Admission 
Register and the Attendance Register. 


i It was found that 31.63% of the absent students were not interested in attending 


school in all social groups. 
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Conclusion — 


° An integrated and sustainable planning has to be designed to address 
multifarious socio-economic issues - like, poverty,  child-labour, 
infrastructure, access and equity. 

٠ As found in the study the decline is to a great extent due to the repeaters 
who often are underage and many are not interested in school activities as 
well. Appropriate district-specific strategies may be necessary for these 


issues. 
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
